Exciting incidents of a Stormy Voyage 
--A Keeper’s Expericnce With

‘the job of managing wu beasts is 
never particularly easy; bul when one 
has to deal with them at sea it is enough 
te turn a mian’s hair grey overnight.

(Based on the text of the Revised 
Version.) 

The Epistle to the Ephesians.—This 
epistie is oné.ef a group of epistles writ- 
ler: by the apostle Paul during his im- 
prisonment at Rome, near its close. in 
the year A.D. 63, or possibly 64. The 
Epistle to the Colossians and the Epistle 
Lo the Philippians are companion letters 
written by the apostle {rom Rome dur 
ing this same period of imprisonment. 
Though ote title “To the Ephe- 
sians,” the let seems to have been 
rather a circular one, addressed to sev- 
eral of the churches in Asia Miner. This 
seems to be indicated by the fact that 
some ancient manuscripts of the epistle 
omit the words “at Ephesus" found in 
verse 1 of our present texts, while in 
some instances the words “at Laodi- 
ova” seem (to have been substituted. It 
is not unlikely that the letter was re 
oeived and read not only in the church- 
cs of Ephesus and Leaodicea, but In 
other Christian communkies in Asia 
Minor also. Like several of the apos- 
tle's other letters, this one also falls 
naturally into two parts, of which the 
first part is devoted to a doctrinal dis 
cussion, and the second to more prac- 
tical admonitions. It is unlike most «af 
the apostle’s other epistles, however, in 
the absence of the spirit of controversy, 
it is rather an epistie of meditation, 
which Coleridge regarded as “One of the 
divinest compositions of man”; and of 
which the samc author stys: “It 
braces every doctrine of Christianify; 
first, those doctrines peculiar to Chrig 
tianity, and then those precepts com- 
mon to it with natural religion.” The 
central thought of the apostle’s argu- 
ment is the mystical union of Christ 
and his church. Beginning with the 
usual apostolic sulutation, the apostie 
expresses his great joy over the blessed- 
ness of redemption, which he prays 
that his readers may have in a fuller 
measure, though he recognizes with 
thanksgiving the fact that faith, love, 
end good works already abound among 
them. He calls the attention of his 
readers to their past experience of God's 
grace and mercy, manifest in the fact 
that they who were at one tine aliens 
are now “fellow-citizens with the saints, 
end of the household of God, being built 
upon the foundations of the apostles 
and prophets, Christ Jesus himself be 
ing the chief corner sione.” As fellow- 
citizens they are also become “fellow- 
heirse and fellow-members of the body, 
and fellow-partakers of the promise in 
Christ Jesus through the gospel.” In this 
is manifested “the love of Christ which 
passeth knowledge,” and with this love 
tho apostle desires that they may be 
filked unUl they shall reach the “stature 
of the fullness of Christ’ (Eph. 1. 1—4, 
16. But the Christians of Ephesus and 
of Asie Minor, having wfrmerly been 
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has warned his readers to avoid, and 
yet at the seme time to influence fop 
good, those who dwell in darkness an@ 
sir about them.

We are progressing with alarming ra- 
pidity towards a period when the 
world may be woodless. Every 3,000 
copies of your favorite daily or week- 
ly journal uses up a_ tree—probably 
a spruce—in the creation of the wood- 
pulp, or cellusose, from which is 
paper is made. Each mile of single line 
railway laid down means the destruction 
of about 400 forest giants—mainly pines 
and oaks—in order to furnish sleepers.

wolfs woodlands, says Pearson's Weekly. 
These are merely isolated examples. 
They might be multiplied indefinitely, be- 
cause, in every direction, the world's for- 
ests are being consumed far faster than 
they can possibly be replaced under ex- 


isting conditions, England has only 5 
per cent. of her total area under wood- 
land. Scotland only 4 per cent., and 
Frin’s Green Isle has only a little over 1 
‘per cent. left to represent the forests that 
once clothed her to the summits of her 
mountains. 

The United States Forest officials admit 
that the supply of natural native timber 
fe hardly outlast the present genera- 
ion. 

Is it wonderful, then, that Governments 
are becoming tree planters? Our own 
has recently awakened to the serious 
character of the outlook, and has taken 
Ireland in hand. 


HOW IRELAND LOST HER FORESTS. 


During the conslant wars which pre- 
vailed there for su many centuries the 
forests were swept away by fire and by 
ne@ect; their destruction affecting the 
rainfall and natural drainage, so that 
over great areas the land lapsed into the 
shivering bogs we now associate with it. 

All this is to be ehanged if a scheme, 
Which the authorities have in hand, is 
curried out. Its most remarkable feat- 
ure is the creation of a wind screen of 
trees along the top of the cliffs of the 
exposed western coast. 

When that has grown it is believed 
that it will, as once before, prevent the 
salt Allantic gales from sweeping over 
and souring the land behind it. But, be- 
sides that, it is suggested that nearly 
three million acres now absolutely naked 
0” any protitable growth should be re 
planted with trees in belts and clumps 
Which, as they rise, will render culti- 
vable large areas in their vicinity, now 
quaking morass. All this will cost fully 
$100,000,000 spread ‘over thirty years, 

In Scotland also the Government is be- 
ginning to guard against the contingen- 
cy of a wood famine. Twelve thousand 
acres, near Loch Awe, in Argyllshire, 
have recently been acquired for the pur-

In some parts of North 
America the law requires that any lum- 
berman wilfully, or even carelessly, dam- 
aging growing trees in the course of his 
employment, must be at once dismissed 
by his employer, and be banished from 
the woods. In California it is a penal of- 
fence fo damage certain groves of “mam- 
moth” pines, and regulations for the 
cutting of these so-called redwood trees, 
along the Paeifle slope. are now of the 
most stringent character. As for the of- 
fender who foolishly sets fire to growing 
timber, he is sometimes lynched without 
mercy,

As a fact, however, every person's 
weight, says {he London Daily Mail, var- 
jes not merely from day to day but from 
hour to hour and indeed from minute to 
minute, and dinner or @ny other meal in 
creases it. . ft 

Except when we are eating or drink- 
ing we are always losing weight more or 
less rapidly, provided we are in health. 

If a man is sure he is below his stan- 
dard he may perhaps be jusiflably 
alarmed. because loss of weighl beyond 
that which takes place in normal cir- 
cumstances is a sure indication of dis- 
ease. 

Any ailment, even what is called “a 
common cold,” tells speedily and marked- 
ly on bodily weight. 

The variations which take place under 
normal conditions are regular, depending 
a» they do in the one direclion on the 
infake of food and drink, and in the 
other on exercise and on natural loss 
through perspiration, &. 

As the result of experiments made with

Piaced Under Commission. 

The passage of a bill placing tele- 
graph and telephone companies under 
the contro! of the Railway Commission, 
will be received with universal satis- 
faction.

Restricting Sale ot Tobacco. 

Another advanced idea upon the 
lines of political economy is represent- 
ed by the bill which makes it an of- 
fense to sell to persons under 18 years 
of age cigarettes or cigarette papers, 
or tobacco in any other form for his 
own use. . 

Legislation upon these lines was 
promised by Sir Wilfrid Laurier to 
certain influential deputations which 
waited upon him some time ugo, and 
the bill is the fulfilment of that pledge 
on the part of the Prime Minister, 

One Cent Drop Letters. 

Another reform represented by legis- 
lation provides that there shall bea 
drop letter rate of one cent throughout 
the Dominion. Heretofore there has 
been a drop letter rate of one cent only 
in places where there was no letter 
carrier delivery. The law is changed 
now so that the one cent drop letter is 
univeral, 

Civil Service Reform Bill, 

The Civil Service reform -bill has 
been presented to Parliament and will 
be enacted at this. session. The bill 
was introduced by Hon. Sydney Fisher, 
and may be summarized about as 
follows; A Civil Service Commission 
is to be established consisting of two 
persons. To this commission will be 
intrusted the responsibility of conduct- 
ing examinations for the Civil Service 
Entrance to the service will be by com- 
petitive examination. The proceedure 
will be based upon the English prac- 
tice, and the commissioners will be 
guided by regulations made by them- 
selves and ratitied by the Governor-in- 
Council, 

Appointment by Merit. 

Under the new system successful 
candidates will be nominated to posi- 
tions in the order of their merit, under 
the controlof the Civil Service Com- 
mission.

Outside Service Unchangeu, 

The present Civil Service Act 
apply to the outside service as at pres 
sent until brought under the new act 
by order.in-council. The bill contains 
no provision for superannuation. This 
may be provided for by subsequent 
legislation. 

Estimate of New Salaries. 

Mr. Fisher stated that the salaries 
for the several divisions under. the 
new bill would be about as follows: 

First division—Ulass A, $2.800 to 
$4,000 ; Class B. 32.100 to $2 800. 

Second division-—Class A, $1,600 to 
$2,100 ; Class B, $800 to $1,600. 

Third division—-Class A. $900 
$1,200 ; Class B, $500 to 3800. 

Provision is made for a statutory 
increase of $50 a year, provided, how- 
ever, that the record of the clerk is 
such as to justify it; but provision is 
also made, where the record of the 
clerk watrants it, he can be given a 
special increase of 350 more making 
$100 in all. Such increases will be 
grauted only upon the recommendation 
of the commissioners, based upon the 
report of the head of the branch or de- 
partment in which the clerk is em- 
ployed. A record of each clerk will be 
kept in each department, and this re- 
cord will be revised every three months 
by the head of the branch and ap- 
prove once a year by the deputy minis- 
ter. 

It is intended as far as possible to 
dispense with temporary employment. 
There is a provision, however, in the 
bill that no such temporary employ- 
ment shall extend over six months of 
the year, and only then with the con- 
sent of the commissioners.

A careful perusal of the legislation 
outlined above will prove to the coun- 
try that the Libera!

Long Speeches Unnecessary. 


There is no necessity for long 
speeches upon polititical subjects, 
Members of the House are presumed to 
be intelligent well informed men cn 
general affairs. When presenting « 
subject to them it is not necessary to 
do so in the Same manner as would be 
the case if presenting the subject to 
tue students of a normal school. The 
great speeches of history rarely ex- 
ceeded sixty minutes in delivery, and 
some of the most remarkable the world 
has ever known were delivered within 
forty minutes—The most eminent 
divines Talmage, Punshon, Watkin- 
son, Beecher, rarely consumed over 40 
minutes in their most brilliant effort:, 
Machenzie’s. famous lecture on the 
tougue was delivered in thirty minutes. 
The orations found in the classes were 
deliversd often with the thirty minute 
limit—even John Proctor Knott was 
able to tell of ‘-Duluth” the city,of the 
unsalted sea, in lessthan half an hour, 
and this speech, the only one of note 
he ever delivered made him governor 
of a state. 


Good Speeches are Short. 


In the British House of Commons a 
speech exceeding thirty minutes ex- 
cept by a member of the treagury or 
front opposition benches@is a rarity 
and even these gentlemen find it easy 
to make a comprehensive statement on 
an important subje:t within the hour. 
Gladstoné was probably the greatest 
offender in the matter of 
speeches, but he always had something 
to say, and he never repeated himself, 
and until he finished the subject did 


n pear to be exhausted: 
Long speeches are ineffective, weari- 
some, and unnecessary. There are 


men on the Conservative side who 
think nothing of two hours and a half 
upon a subject worth twenty minutes 
at the outside, and with the proper 
study and arrancement of material the 
same speech could be boiled down to 
twenty minutes. It is the endless re

If the Earth Should Stop. 

The stopping of a projectile always 
results in the generation gf heat. The 
velocity and weight of a projectile be- 
ing known, the amount of heat devel- 
oped by its stoppage can be calculated. 
In the ease of large bodies moving 
rapidly the result of the calculation is 
something astounding. For example, 
the earth welghs 6,000,000,000,000 tons 
and travels in its orbits at the rate of 
over cighteen miles a second. Should 
it strike a target strong enough to stop 
iis motion the heat developed by the 
shock would be sufficient not merely to 
fuse the earth, but also to reduce a 
large. portion of it to vapor. 
been calculated that the amount of 
heat generated by a collision so colos- 
sal would equal that obtained from 
{he burning of fourteen globes of coal 
each equal to the earth in size. And 
should the earth after its stoppage fall 
into the sun, as it certainly would do, 
the amount of heat developed by its 
impact on the sun would be equal to 
that generated by the combustion of 
5,000 earths of solid carbon.

Automatic Salt Works. 

About a hundred miles north of 
Lima, near the town of rie ho, is one 
‘of the great curiosities of nature, a 
sajt factory on an automatic plan. 
When the tide comes in it fills a lot of 
shallow basins, and the water jis pre- 
vented from flowing back into the sea 
by closing the gates. The atmosphere 
is so dry that the water evaporates 
rapidly and leaves a sediment of salt 
in an almost pure state, which is serap- 
ed up, packed into sacks and ghipped 
to market. Within the coast a little 
farther the percolation of waiter 
through the porous rocks Into pits and 
hellows has caused imiunense deposits 
of salt to accumulate.

SAILORS’ UNIFORMS. | 


Copied From England. and Not Rep- 
resentative of America,“ 

All are familiar with the~“Ameridan 
man-of-war sailor's suit, but has ahy 
one ever stopped. to consider how he 
comes by it and what the origin of it 
is? With the exception of the fit itself 
and the stars in the corner of the collar 
the whole suit is copied from the Eng- 
lish. One would have thought that by 
this time the American nation would 
have fallen upon some original cos- 
tume for its navy in some way more 
representative of America. 

In the early days of the British navy 
it was still the custom to tie the hair 
in a cue after well greasing it, but, 
much annoyance was felt by the men 
in consequen¢e of the oil getting on the 
rough serge of their jumpers or blouses. 
This caused the blue collar of the 
same material as the jumper to be 
added, but without much success, as 
the collar looked quite as untidy, so at 
length the idea of putting the blue 
drill one over the serge was adopted, 
the drill collar being a separate ap- 
pendage and therefore easily washed 
ung kept clean. The lanyard was 
worn to represent the ropes and rig- 
ging of the ship, and tbe jackknife in- 
dicated that (to be paradoxical) the 
bluejacket’s object in life was death— 
to his enemy. 

In those days the neck was exposed, 
but as time went on and more thought 
was given to the welfare of the men 
this was found to be injurious to the 
health: henee the substitute of the 
white neck flannel, white being used 
to give the effect the uncovered 
neck.

ple of pints of liquid.

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FIRST PATENT. 


Granted at Boston In 1648 and Was 
Called a Monopoly. 

To the general court of Massachu- 
setts belongs the honor of granting 
the first American patent. This was 
in 1648 and was then designated as a 
monopoly. It was confined {to the re- 
gion controlled by Massachusetts, and 
the one issue apparently included all 
the invention af the inventor connect- 
ed with engines that depended upon 
water for their motive power. ‘The 
limit of the monopoly was fourteen 
years, and the court not only retained 
power to forbid exportation, but to 
prevent exorbitant charges upon the 
publie for their use, The patent was 
tssued in this form: 

“Jenkes Monopolye.—At a generall 
Courte at LBoston the Gth of the oth 
Mo 1648. The cor’t consid'iInge ye ne- 
cessity of raising such manifactures 
of engins of mils to go by water for 
speedy dispatch of much worke with 
few hands, and being sufficiently in- 
formed of ye ability of ye petition to 
peforme such workes grant his peti- 
tion (yet no Othr per sen shall set up 
or use any sueh new invention, or 
trade for fourteen yeares without ye 
license of him the said Joseph Jenkes) 
so farr aS concernes any such new in- 
vention, & so it shall be alwayes in } 
powr of this co'te to restrain ye ¢x- 
portation of such manufactures & ye 
prizes of them to moderation if occa- 
sion sa require.” 


This inventor, Joseph Jenkes, or 
Jenks, as it would.now be spelled, 
came from Hammersmith, Ingland, 
settled in Lynn in 1643 and died in 
1682-3, aged eighty-one. Ile was a 
blacksmith and machinist, made the 
dies for the coining of the “Pine 


Tree” money and built the first fire 
engine in this®country, altogether a 
man of great inventive genius and the 
ancestor of a large number of descend- 
ants. One of his sons removed to 
Rhode Island, where he built several 
mills. 





Even Buds Grow Old. 

According to a government botanist 
at Washington, there is reason to be- 
lieve that buds share in the growing 
old of the parent plant. He illustrates 
his meaning in this way: Suppose the 
average life of an individual plant— 
say a tree—to be 100 years; then a bud 
removed when the parent plant is fifty 
years old’ will also be virtually fifty 
years of age and if transplanted by 
grafting will be able to live on the 
graft only fifty years more.

all around the furnace chamber is cov- 
ered with brittle shining splinters and 
particles of glass, which crackle under-

cheekfuls of wind upon it. The pipe 
takes no more blowing than a trom- 
hone, though it lacks a mouthpiece, 
and you may expand the bubble until 
it is black and cold, so fragile that it 
will break into a myriad pieces if 
you touch it.

The iwenty-ninth annual session of 
the High Court of the Canadian Order 
of Foresters opened in the city of Niag 
ara Falls on June 9, 1908, with\e 
large number in attendance, including 
High Court officers and delegates repre- 
senting subordinate courls of evéry 
Province of the Dominion. 

After the usual opening ceremonies 
and the appointment of the several 
slanding committees, the High Court of- 
ficers submitted their reports, which 
showed the order to be in a most flour 
ishing condition. The progress made 
by the order during the past year far 
eurpas@ed that of Any previous year of 









its history. 

The High Chief Ranger, J. A. Stew- 
art of. Perth, Qnt., after extending 4 
hearty welcomd to the representatives 


present, submi his report, which 
was replete with) facts and figures relal- 
iny to the growth and extension of the 
order during thd past year. ae 

On the ist of January, 1907, the order 
had a membership of 64,055, and there 
were initiated dering the year 7,912 
new members, 
over the previous year. 
3.134 members lapsed and 409 died, leav- 
ing a net membership at the close of 
the year of 68,424. 

The increase in the insurance reserve 
of the order dupe the year amounted 
to $251,818.42. January ist, 1907, the 
amount on hand in this branch was $2,- 
174,872.45. and at the close of the year 
$2,426 690.87. The amount paid in death 
claims was $413,326.24. 

The Sick and Funeral Benefit Depart- 
ment is also in a flourishing condition. 
| During the year no less a sum than 
$134.418.44, covering 5,903 claims, was 
paid in this branch. The amount to the 
credit of this fund at the close of the 
year Was $112,864.48. 

The High Chief Ranger, in concluding 
his address, expressed the hepe thet the

Competitive Examinations to Replace Ar- 
bitrary Nominations. 





A despatch from Ottawa says: Hon. 
Bydney Fisher on Wednesday morning 
introduced the Civil Service bill’ He ex- 
plained that there had been a careful 
review of Canadian, British and United 
States legislation. The present bill pro- 
posed “a large measure of civil service 
reform,” 

The most important innovation is the 
establishment of an independent civil 
Bervice Commission of two members, 
who will have the status and salaries of 
ceputy ministers. They will control the 
entrance examinations and will give 
such certificates as may be necessary in 
regard to promotions and salary increas- 
es The commission will have power to 
make regulations and control examin- 
aulons and the arrangements for carry- 
inj’ out their work. 

Entrance into the civil Sorvice, which 
is now left “entirely to the judgment of 
thy nominating power,” will be by oren 
competitive examinations. Under this 
present system, candidates pass quali- 
fying examinations, but are not neces- 
sarily appointed. Hereafter the ap- 
pointment js fo be made after competi- 
tive examinations, according to merit 
by the commission, 


BRITISH SYSTEM. 


The procedure is to be according to 
the British system; examinations will be 
held as often as necessary, say twice a 
year. The heads of departmen!s will 
notify the commission as to vacancies 
etc., and the commission wil] advertise, 
slating the offices which are to be com: 
peted for. The commission wili, while 
making appointments yenerally by mer- 
it, be given latitude inMthe case of can- 
didates who excel in? one particular 
branch, and who may therefore be ap- 
pcinted to offices for which they are 
specially qualified. The probation period 
wil! be six months. In that time a

All departmental services at Ottawa 
are to be included in the inside service 
and brought under the Civil Service 
act Any outside service may be 
brought in from time to time by order- 
in-Council, and otherwise they remain 
under the old law. 

The classification of the service is to 
be made in three sections, the first in- 
cluding those qualified for administra- 
tive, executive, and technical work, the 
second a class preparatory to the first, 
and a third will include those doing 
rcutine work under direct supervision. 
Those in the third class may enter the 
second only by competitive examination 
and on an equal footing with outsiders. 


PROPOSED SALARIES. 


In the first class the salaries are to 
be from $2.100 to $2.800 and from $2,- 
800 to $4.000. In the second class the 
salaries will be from $800 to $1,600 and 
from $1.600 to $2.100. In the third 
class the salaries will be from $500 to 

700 and from $800 to $1.200. There 
Will be a slatulory increase of $50 a year 
fo- those deserving it, and this may be 
doubled on certificate of merit from the 
ccemmission.

THE PROLONGATION OF LIFE. 


Why we old is a which 
many scien have lo solve. she 
fact that we do grow old is incontest 
able, and the changes in the tissues that 
came with imereasing age are known 
to physiologists, but what causes these 
changes, and whether they are the cause 
or the result of oki age, science has been 
unable to show. 


We know that the process of aging 's 
a hardening process. The soft and yieli- 
ing structures, the arteries and the carti- 
lages, stiffen with age; the juicy tissues 
cry up, and fibrous materials, or those 
containing lime, strangle or take the 
place of the structures which are con- 
cerned in the vital processes. @ 


Some believe that it is simply a wear- 
ing-out process, and that the body is 
used up by work just as an engine is, 
or a waich. But this is no explanation, 
for a living machine which has within 
itself the power of regeneration, as the 
animal body has, is not comparable to 
a,pmachine of lifeless material, which 
ricttan wears away and which cannot 
be alllomatically renewed. 


The cause @fold age in the tissues 
is a gradual loss of the power of regen- 
eration. As the cells wear out with use 
they can no longer be replaced by other 
cells cf the same so:t which are able to 
do the same work, but their place is 
filled by fibrous material which is in- 
capable of doing the work necessary 
nutrition and vital action. 

This explains the process of grow- 
ing old, but gives no hint as to the 
cause. One of the most recent theories 
proposed to account for this fatal 
change in the body is thav of Professor 
Metchnikoff of the Pasteur Institute in 
Paris. He says thet there is a constant 
warfare going on between the cells of 
the body—the “noble ’ cells, such as those 
of the brain, the walls of the arteries. 
and the various organs, on the one 
hand, and those of lower erder, the 
“~hagocytes” or eating cells, on the 
other. The noble cells are always on 
the defensive, and so long as they are 
well nourished they are able to resist 
the attacks of their enemies. But with- 
in the large intestine are numbers of 
baeteria constantly creating polsons 
which weaken the resisling power of 
these noble cells. The remedy is to les- 
sen the production of these poisons by 
attacking the bacilli which make them. 

This Professor Metchnikoff proposes lo 
do by introducing harmless bacteria in- 
to the intestine to take the place of the 
injurious ones. He says that among 
these harmless bacilli are the lactic acid 


milk; and he advocates, therefore, the 
Gaily drinking of buttermilk. 

Tis theory is simple, but he himself is 
not so simple as to regard buttermilk 
es the elixir of life.’ He maintains only 
that the use of sour milk helps to pro- 
long life by preventing the formation 
of poisons which shorten it.—Youlth’s 
Cempanion.

Fruits, to do their best work, should 
pe eatén either on an empty stomach or 
simply with bread.

Cure for Felon.—Take one egg, one 
tablespoonful of strained honey, one 
tablespoonful of spirits of turpentine, 
flour enough to make a moist paste, and 
ccver the finger with the paste. Renew 
when this gets dry. This gives speedy 
relief.
